“Little “Prospect of A Change.

The suggestion put forward by aoveral 
well-known actora and. managers of theatres, 
that evening dress should not be regarded 
as obligatory in the dest soats'in Weat-ond 


‘theatres and concert balls, finda little 
_Teneouragement among porsons who are, 


fumiliar with’ the likes and dislikes of 
regular patrons of placus of amusoment, 
says tho Standurd, .The oxtuse given by 
those who ‘advocate the now vogue of 
tweed suite in the atall, and dress circle is: 
that Americans: will not trouble to dress 
for evening-entertainments, on the. ground 
that they ara too busy to devote time 
from their offica work to the demands of 
social life, This, it is said, is a wrong 
assumption. Americans in their own 
country devote most of their time to 
business, and frequontly rush from their 
office work to meet their wives and ddugh- 
ters at the theatre, They usually are 
sufficiently well known to be. able to'aasert 
their individuality, and if they like ‘to 
accgmpany their richly and correctly attired 
women folk to the theatra in tweeds, New 
York: theatrical managora .meroly shrug 
their shoulders and tolerate the infraction 
of tho rales ofatiquette, but they deplore it. 
Tho Amor'oan, howaver, when’ ho is 
visiting: Lendon is quite another person. 
Hore ha isn. vinitor ; hohas nat tho excuse 
of the demands of an exacting business,
